





Quebec drafts document: 


DIFFERENTIAL FEES COMING

The provincial government has drafted, and is preparing to 
introduce, regulations which would raise the cost of tuition for 
foreign students to about $1500, a senior Concordia official told the 
Georgian last week. The official, who didn't want his name printed, 
said that the Ministry of Education had informed Concordia 
University that the increased fees would not apply to foreign 
students already enrolled in Québec universities. 


Clement Guhaime, press atta- 


ché to Education Minister 
Jacques-Yvan Morin, yesterday 
refused to confirm the story, 
saying that “nothing is decided 
yet, nothing is planned.” Gu- 
haime said he couldn't say 
what the future would be but it 
would be a few months before 
anything is announced. 


Differential fees for foreign 
students are included in the 
- Parti  Québecois platform, 
which reasons that while “Can- 
adian students Indirectly fund 
education through taxes, for- 
elgn students do not. 

An increase in tuition fees for 
foreign students would affect 
all Québec universities and 
would put Québec in league 
with Ontario, where foreign 
students are paying a differen- 
tlal fee of $900, and Alberta, 
which demands a $300 differ- 
ence at universities and $450 at 
technical colleges. 

Foreign students in Alberta 
and Ontario who have not 
previously attended post-sec- 
ondary institutions in those 


provinces and who do not have 
landed Immigrant status, will 
have to pay more than Cana- 
dian students. 

Concordia Rector John 
O’Brien said that there Is 
“nothing official” yet atthougn 
he: thinks the increase in 
foreign fees “will happen soon- 
er or later.” 

“It could happen next Sept- 
ember,” said O’Brien. Never- 
theless, he said that it “will be 
because of government legisla- 
tion.” 

J.W. Tait, Nasieiant Vice- 
Rector, Lialsons and Administ- 
rations at Concordla, sald that 
it was “anybody's guess” if and 
when the Increase would take 
place. He was “a little hesitant” 
of the impact it could have on 
underdeveloped countries. .. 

Third World students may be 
re-thinking a university educa- 
tion in Canada If fees soar, 
which could mean a reduction 
en the number of educated 
people in those countries. 

McGill has the highest per- 
centage of foreign students of 
any university in Canada. 


Concordia prejudiced: 





imposes fee on 


Foreign Students 


MONTREAL [CUP] - While the 
Quebec government considers 
the possibility of differential 
tuition fees for foreign stu- 
dents, all students applying to 
Concordia from outside Canada 
are slated to pay a $15 ap- 
plication fee, starting October 


Concordia's Board of Gover- 
nors passed a motion last week 
approving the fee. 

According to Graham Martin, 
Vice Rector Administration and 
Finance, the $15 is being 
charged to foreign students 
because.of the “mailing costs, 
telegrams, added correspon- 
dence and extra letters” in the 
processing of applications from 
students outside of Canada. 

The money will be accounted 
for in the university admissions 
budget as a revenue offsetting 
an expense, says Martin. 

Michael Sheldon, Assistant 
to the Rector, said: “Concordia 
is the only university in Quebec 
not charging a general appli- 
cation fee” at the present time 
for all students. . 

The extra money involved in 
processing a foreign student 


application, says Sheldon, Is 
an “identifiable special cost.” 
Sheldon estimated that foreign 
students applying to the uni- 
versity number about 1800 on 
the Sir George campus and 1200 
onthe Loyola campus. Of those 
students about 400-500. are 
accepted.” 

Tom Swift, Sir George Direc- 
tor of Admissions, estimates 
that perhaps 300 of those 
forelgn students accepted noti- 


fied the university that they . ty ee 


would register, but it is too early 
to tell if these students have 
actually enrolled at Concordia 
for the academic year or not. 

Swift did not think that 
charging foreign students the 
fee was a move on the part of the 
university to eventually charge 
Canadian students an appll- 
cation fee as well. 

Swift agreed with Martin and 
Sheldon that the cost of 
Nrocessing an application from 
outside the country is consider- 
ably higher than an application 
received from within Canada. 
He also explained that all the 
application information which 
is mailed out to foreign stu-

not satisfied with further ex- 
planations of the fee, he may 
attempt to get together with 
other student representatives of 
the Board of Governors and look 
into the possibility of having the 
fee abolished. 

The DSA president also com- 
mented that he did not like the 
implication that if foreign stu- 
dents were to be charged an ap- 
plication fee, perhaps Canadian 
students would be slapped with 
an application fee from Concor- 
dia in the near future.

The Premier added that the 
PQ was busy organizing Its own 
solution to the Canadian na- 
tlonal question: Separation. 
Stating that he was confident 
the referendum would win, 
Levesque added that if it were to 
fall “we'd accept the verdict and 
see how evolution changes 
things.” 

Levesque stressed that con- 
federation would “have to be a 
real association between equal 
partners. The kind of confedera- 
tion we've never had in Canada.” 
Levesque said that Ottawa 
would have to find the formula 
to a “real association”. “We're 
not going to do thelr job for 
them”, he warned. He added 
that uncertainty can polson a 
relationship; “like two scor- 
pions In a bottle”, he quipped. 
Levesque predicted that separa- 
tion would “open a perspective 
of renewal” for Canada and 
“could be the occasion for a 
strong Canadian ET) to 
have a renaissance. 

The Premier said that the 
“eminent moulders of public 
opinion” relied on by Americans 
for their Quebec coverage, offer 
a “warped picture” of the 
current situation. He added that 
Ottawa's judgement of the issue 
is “Jaundiced” and urged Amer- 
ican editors not to rely on it. 

Levesque attributes the “bad 
case of nerves” suffered by 
anglophone Montrealers to their 
former habit of “pushing around 
natives” and now seeing the 
“writing on the wall.” The 
Premier sald that his introduc- 
tion as a “modern day George 
Washington in search of a 
country” was an improvement 
over his last introduction in 
Calgary three years ago.

The Students’ Society has 
begun work on a document 
designed to assist students in 
their relentless search for de- 
cent housing in the McGill area. 
Patrick Haggerty, organizer of 
the committee, explained that 
“neople moving into a house for 
the first time are paying 
considerably more than last 
year’s tenants did.” Haggerty 
added that 20 percent increases 
were common this year but that 
they shouldn’t exceed eight 


percent. 

Present tenants will be asked 
to supply information on their 
current housing by answering a 
survey to be published in the 
Daily. Haggerty explained that 
by compiling information from 
tenants rather than landlords, 
the committee hopes to provide 
more detailed descriptions than 
the off-campus housing ser- 
vice. 

Work will be concentrated in 
the student ghetto area. Hag- 


gerty claimed that “the ghettois .

McSheffrey attributes the 
decrease to the rising cost of 
residence living. “Inflation,” he 
explained, “Is Increasing at 
a rate of 8 - 10% a year and 
when it goes up, so does the 
cost of maintenance and food.” 
The self-sufficient residences 
must be made accessible to as 
many students as possible, 
thus McSheffrey's main goal is 
to cut costs while maintaining 
a high quality of life for 
residence dwellers. “It would 
be unfair,” he said, “to make 
the whole university pay for the 
residences, a service enjoyed 
by a relatively small percentage 
of the student population.” 

While anxious to cut admin- 
istrative costs as much as 
possible, McSheffrey insists 
that services such as French 
and Spanish classes, painting, 
arts and crafts, music and 
piano classes should not have 
to suffer. Adding that the 
activities will begin within the 
next few weeks, McSheffrey 
states his primary goal is the 
maintenance of a noble acade- 
mic and residential community 
and not just have the resi- 
dences become a place where 
students singly rent a room. 


Possible solutions to finan- 
cial problems include cutting 








food services over the summer, 
thus decreasing labour costs. 


McSheffrey nevertheless plans: 


to keep the residences open 
during the summer to pick up 
the necessary revenue to oper- 
ate without a deficit. However, 
any operating surplus is recy- 
cled into the university and does 
not necessarily see its way back 
into the residences. 

McSheffrey sees the resi- 
dences as a valuable lesson In 
autonomy. “They teach stu- 
cents to stand on their own two 
eet.”

where the most blatant offenses 
take place and where landlords 
are acting outrageously.” He 
concluded that “new and for- 
eign students, as a result of the 
document, will start thelr hous- 
ing search with knowledge and 
experience instead of ignor- 
ance." 

The committee, still in the 
formative stage, needs mem- 
bers to gain status as an Interest 
Group and be eligible for 
Students’ Society funding. 

“The Students’ Society is a 
bureaucracy with a steady and 
continuing personnel,” said 
Terry Reed, President of the 
Students’ Society and one of the 
initiators of the housing com- 
mittee. He explained that street 
committees that were formed In 
the ghetto were Ineffective due 
to the constant turnover of 
tenants. Housing has gone 
relatively unchecked for too 
long, Reed claimed, and the 
Soclety wants to remedy the 
situation. 

Although the bulk of tenant 
turnovers occur in July and 
August, the committee plans to 
function year-round, keeping 
abreast of changes in the 
housing situation.

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Improvements ruin Verdun

The Verdun's Citizens’ Action 
Movement (VCAM) is presently 
circulating a petition to present 
to the Verdun City Council 
whose attitudes VCAM deems 
“undemocratic and dictatorial”. 
VCAM is protesting measures 
taken by Verdun authorities that 
are threatening the homes of 
residents. ° 

The conflict revolves around 
the Neighbourhood Improve- 
ment Plan (NIP), a project 
financed jointly by the federal, 
provincial, and municipal gov- 
ernments to Improve rundown 
areas and help landlords fi- 
nance renovations to properties 
In these areas. VCAM says, 
however, that NIP will upset the 
Standard of living in Verdun. 
Government loans and subsi- 
dies are being forced on 
landlords to improve properties 


to “luxury levels", saddling 
residents with unaffordable 
rents. 


Inimplementing NIP, the City 
Council plans to demolish 73 
apartments in one section of 
Verdun, most of which can be 
renovated successfully, con- 
sulting architects for. VCAM 
judged. None of the present 
tenants were consulted by the 
city. 

“Basically we're objecting to 
the City’s attitude”, sald Jean 
Bernard Hebert, spokesperson 
for VCAM. “They haven't taken 
the welfare of Verdun residents

Their 
priorities should be us, and not 
the City Treasury”. At a public 
meeting of the City Council 
Monday night, Hebert reported 
that Mayor Gariepy ridiculed the 
petition as illogical, and that 
Verdun wasn't going to acknow- 
ledge any petitions. “He finish- 
ed by saying the City was 
definitely capable of deciding 
what was best for the people of 
Verdun”, Hebert said. 

The 5 recommendations of 
the VCAM are: 
1) All decisions about neigh- 
bourhood improvements should 
be decided by a public assembly 
vote that includes residents. 
2) No unnecessary demolitions 
be made. These displace low- 
income families who can't 
afford to move elsewhere. 
3) Priorities for repairs be 
established between landlord 
and tenant, and only necessary 
repairs be considered. 
4) Rent increases for renova- 
tiones not be higher than 15 % 
5) After renovations, property 
evaluations be frozen for 5 
years, and not be subsequently 
increased by any more than 
50% for the same renovations. 

Hebert compared recent rents 
In parts of Outremont that have 
increased by 46% after NIP 
“Improvements” where many of 
the tenants affected were wel- 
fare and old age pension 
reciplents.

Verdun, but rather opposes 
thoughtless urban planning that 
creates situations similar to

40% of the people now living 
in the Verdun bulldings that are 
scheduled for demolition earn 
less than five thousand dollars a 
year. This area lies between two 
Metro stations that are to be 
completedin the next few years, 
and VCAM suspects the City of 
designating this region as a 
high development area, 

The VCAM petition originated 
among Verdun residents about 
ten days ago, and so far has 
gathered over 500 signatures. At 
a Wednesday night meeting, 
VCAM voted to circulate more 
petitions which will be present- 
ed at the next public assembly 
with City Council on September 
27. 


“Mayor Gariepy Is arbitrarily 
deciding on demolitions and 
repairs”, said one VCAM mem- 
ber. “And it’s purely on the 
outside appearance of build- 
ings. In fact, one of the 
Movement’s members went to a 
public meeting of City Council 
in June and found out his own 
home was to be demolished. 
This gives you an idea how 
doctrinaire they are. They say 
they haven't the jurisdiction to 
meet our demands, but they do. 
Each of our five recommenda- 
tions can be met or assisted on 
the Verdun municipal level”.

The practice of offering sub- 
stantial athletic scholarships 
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Trois Rivieres returns 
to big time football 


Approximately four years ago, during the 1973 football season, 
the McGill Redmen and the Trois Rivieres Patriotes met for the 
football chatnpionship of the Quebec University Athletic 
Association. Several thousand football fans came out to Molson 
Stadium on a cold but clear autumn afternoon in anticipation of a 
Redmen victory. They were not disappointed, as McGill won, 78-6. 
From there, the Redmen made their way to the Prairie Bowl in 
Winnipeg and the College Bowl in Toronto. Trois Rivieres went 
back to Trols Rivieres and did not resurface as a major college 
football team until this past Saturday. 

The return to “big time” football must be an obsession for 
U.Q.T.R. Director of Athletics Jean-Francols Grenier, There can be 
no other possible justification for such a move at this time, as it 
serves to promote a season-long series of football slaughters. Last 
Saturday, Ottawa steamrolled the Patriotes by a 57-8 margin. We 
can assume that only the combination of poor weather conditions 
and an exceptional performance by U.Q.T.R. punter Yves Barthlette 
kept the margin under fifty points. It should come as no surprise if 
Barthlette Is the league’s leading punter by the end of the season. 
He will certainly get enough practice. 

There are several factors which militate against the entry of Trois 
Rivieres in the Qntario-Quebec Intercollegiate Football Confer- 
ence. One of these is the small size of that school’s student body 
compared to those of its competition. With acurrent enrollment of 
only 3,000 students, Trois Rivieres is the second smallest member 
of the conference. Only Bishop's, of the six other O.Q.I.F.C. 
member institutions, has a smaller enrollment. 

A second factor against U.Q.T.R. is that of recruiting. The 
majority of the school’s Athletics Department press releases this 
fall have emphasized the fact that there are some thirty 
football-playing, French-speaking CEGEPs in the province. 
Assuming that Trois Rivieres could attract every blue chip prospect

from these schools, and it doesn't, the Patriotes would still be a 
weak team. Why? 

For an answer to this question, let’s take a look at the McGill 
roster. A random sampling of Redmen players reveals the fact that 
no less than ten are from outside of Quebec, four of these being 
American. If McGill was to lose these players, the team would be 
weakened tremendously, almost to the point of being 
non-competitive. The inability to recruit American and non-French- 
speaking Canadian players is a major stumbling block for Trois 
Rivieres. 

As usual, there is another side to this story. U.Q.T.R. Sports 
Information Director Yvon Marineau Is quick to point out that the 
Patriotes did not abandon football entirely after the 1973 season. 
“We played against small colleges in Ontario because schools like 
Sherbrooke, U.Q.A.M., and C.M.R. quit playing,” says Marineau. 
sue or that we are ready to make the jump now to major college 
ootball.” 

Marineau firmly believes that his school Is capable of attracting 
the vast majority of French-Canadian players in the province. “Our 
CEGEP produces players who are big enough and strong enough to 
play major football. There are many French players who have gone 
to other schools because of our weak schedule. Now we think that 
players will come here to compete.” “We'll learn,” Marineau 
concludes. “The University of Montreal (also a French-speaking 
school) played against the major schools a few years ago. In their 
first year, they were 0-6. After that, they were 2-4 and 4-2. We feel 
that we can do the same thing.” The only flaw in Marineau’s 
thinking may be his lack of consideration for the fact that the 
Montreal school has a student enrollment some ten times the size 
of that of Trois Rivieres. 

It would be nice to see the Patriotes succeed in their upward 
move, if for no other reason than to expand the size of the league 
and its schedule. However, should teams continually pound Trois 
Rivieres as did Ottawa last week, U.Q.T.R. may well be 
discouraged from competition. Hopefully, the coaches around the 
conference will have the sense to go easy on the Patriotes, and will 


liberally employ second-stringers in an attempt to win decisively 
but without humiliation.
